Mrs. Anna Green of 1409 Market street 
had a thrilling encounter with two negro 
burglars at 6 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The robbers choked the defenseless ‘wo- 
man and then almost suffocated her by 
piling bed clothing over her face. 

The robbers secured only $4, and because 
the booty was not greater they cursed their 
luck and threatened Mrs. Green with 
death. . 

Mrs. Green lives alone on the _ second 
floor of 1409 Market stréet, where Dr. E. L. 
Cooley has office rooms. Mrs. Green has 
charge of the doctor's office. 

“I got up shortly before 6 o’clock this 
morning,” said Mrs. Green, “I thought it 
was a little early and went back to bed. 

“T was about half asleep when I heard a 
noise like the click of a key at the front 
door. I paid no attention to it at first, but

2 was soon startled to hear something drop 
through the transom of the door at the head 
of the stairs. 

“I sprang partly out of bed and saw two 
Foung negroes coming toward me. They 

had climbed through the transom. 1 
Screamed. With an oath, one of the ne- 
groes commanded me to keep still. 

““One more yell from you and I will cut 
your throat,’ the larger of the two de- 
clared. I kept as still as I could, but the 
megroes were not satisfied, and while the 
younger one, a little yellow fellow, ran- 
sacked the room for money, his partner, a 
ok black, choked me with his rough 
han 


“When I kicked and squirmed he thrust 
a gpa against my face and then piled 
bed covers on my head. I was almost 

othered and it seemed like ages before 
he negroes isft me, although the whole 
transaction occupied but a few minutes 

me. 

“When every part of the house had been 
Bearchéd and the robbers found only $4, 
they were desperate and threatened mea 
With violence even worse than I had al- 
Teady suffered. I protested that I had no 
more money and they went away, escaping 
through the front hall door through which 
they entered. The door was locked, but 
they evidentiy had a key.”’ 

Mrs. Green says she could fdentify the 
robbers. She thinks they were about 2 
epare old, one a mulatto, the other a burly

‘MADE DIRE THREATS AGAINST 
HASKELL CONTINGENT ON A 
COURT’S DECISION.

Ho Can Take Caro cf Himself, as It Is 
His Common Amusement to Drive 
Nails With His Shooting 
Iron at Twenty Yards.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb, 9.—Journal- 
istic and financial circles area trifle agitated 
| because of a rumor that Samuel Hill, the 
| millionaire President of the Minneapolis 
Trust Co., intends to kill William E. Has- 
kell, owner and manager of the Minneapolis 
| Times, on sight. 

The suit of the Minneapolis Trust Co. 
| against the Times has just been decided in 
favor of the newspaper. While it was in 
progress Mr. Hill made dire threats against 
| Haskell in case he should be acquitted. 

The Trust company was charged by the 
| Times with having converted to the privato 
| uses of the directors $130,000 obtained by 
fraudulent sale of the bonds of a concern 
known as the West Pullmar Co., which 
bonds formed a part of the assets of the 
Guaranty Loan Co. that collapsed a few 
years ago to the tune of $8,000,000. The Times 
reiterated tts charges in court. 

Samuel Hill, a Southerner, is the son-in- 
law of President James J, Hill of the Great 
Northern, He is himself President of the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway. 
Mr. Haskell is a son of E. B. Haskell of the 
Bosion Herald, 

The hostility between Hill and young Has- 
| kell dates back many years. Hill recently 
eaid that Haskell had alwaye crossed his 
path, even years ago. He has hirgted at a 
challenge to a duel, 

Editor Haskell smiles at these heroics on 
the part of Mr. Hill and makes no threats. 
The editor and manager of the Minneapelis 
Times is in the habit of “going loaded.’ 
For some years his favorite method of ob- 
taining relief from the etrain of thought 
was 1.0 shoot with a revolver at a brick wall 
opposite his office window. It was’one of 
the janitor’s duties to keep that wall well 
covered with flat-headed nails wedged into 
the interstices of the brick. Haskell could 
drive eight out of ten at 20 yards. 

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent Mr. 
Haskell admitted that friends had repeat- 
edly warned him to be on the lookout, as 
Hill was on the warpath,

Resolution on the De Lome Letter In- 
troduced in the House. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In the House Mr. 
Sulzer (Dem.) of New York attempted to 
secure recognition for the introduction of a 
resolution which, after reciting the contents 
of a letter alleged to have been written by 
Senor Dupuy De Lome, the Spanish Min- 
ister, to Don Jose Canalejas, editor of the 
Madrid EF] Heraldo (which letter was pub- 
lished this morning), and after alleging that 
said letter was an insult to this country, de- 
clared it to be the sense of the House that 
the Spanish Minister ‘‘Be given his pass- 
ports and sent home in disgrace.”’ 

He was cut off by a demand for the regu- 
lar order. 


ALLEN'S MOVE. FAILS. 


The Senate Committee Ignores His Bel- 
ligerency Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to-day decided 
to make an adverse report upon the propo- 
sition advanced yesterday by Senator Allen 
to amend the consular and diplomatic ap- 
propriation bill so as to recognize the belll- 
gerency of the Cuban insurgents. The ac- 


tion of the committee was the result of a 
motion by Senator Morgan, who said that 
appropriation bills were not proper vehi- 
cles for legislation bearing upon foreign 
questions. The vote of the committee was 
unanimous. 


HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 


Von der Ahe Must Give $3000 Bond 
Until the Court Decides. 


PITTSBURG. Pa., Feb. 9.—The habeas 
corpus proceedings in the case of Chris 
Von der Ahe were heard before Judge Buf- 
fington of the United States District Court 
to-day. 

Von der Ahe was represented by J. Scott 
Ferguson of this city, and on the other 
side of the table sat Charles A. O'Brien, 
R. B. Scandrett, Charles A. Ashley and A. 
©. Ferding. The petition to Judge Buf- 
fington declared the proceeding concern- 
ing his arrest illegal and without authority 
of law and in violation of the Constitution 
.of the United States

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury to-day issued a warrant in 


favor of the Treasurer of the United States 
for $7,615,256.15, to be used for the payment 
of the first mortgages on the Eastern and 
Middle divisions of the Kansas’ Pacific 
Railroad. This action has been taken in 
accordance with the directions of the Pres- 
ident and in anticipation of the favorabie 
decision of Judge Sanborn of St. Touis on 
the Government's motion to be filed and 
argued next Saturday for authority to re- 
deem the first mortgages and also for a 
postponement of the sale fixed for Feb, 16.

DE LOME NEITHER AFFIRMS 


The Belief Is General That the Spanish 
Minister Denounced the President of 
the United States as a “Low Poli- 
tician Catering to the Rabble.” 


THE LETTER NOW IN THE HANDS 
OF THE CUBAN JUNTA WRIT- 
TEN TO CANALEJAS

MINISTER DE LOMB. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The publication of Spanish Minister De Lome’s 


letter to Senor Jose Canalejas, who went to Cuba last September as Premier Sa- 
gasta’s personal representative, in which the Spanish Minister refers to President 
IcKinley as “weak and catering to the rabble” and as a “low politician, who desires 
stand well with the jingoes of his party,” is expected to bring about results in 
the immediate future. At the Spanish legation every avenue of inquiry as to the 
letter is closed. The Minister positively declines to be seen concerning the sub- 


ject, 
part. Neither has he given any statement denying or affirming the letter, and it 


can be stated that published statements purporting to give denials are inaccurate 
and unwarranted, 

A strong impression prevails here that the letter is genuine in its substantial 
features, with some inaccuracies of translation, possibly from design, by which the 
strictures on the President are made to appear more offensive than a strictly literal 
translation would show. It is equally plain that the letter was of a personal and 
confidential character and for that reason is said to come under a different head 
than a public communication or one of a diplomatic character. Notwithstanding 
these reservations, the fact that the letter as a whole has reached the public, and 
in the main it is as written, leads to the belief that it will receive official attention. 
Little doubt exists in official quarters that if the genuineness of the letter is fully 
established that it will result in the retirement of Minister De Lome and his re- 
placement by another Minister. Whether the United States Government would 
ask for his recall is in doubt, but the Spanish Minister himself doubtless would 
take this occasion to relieve his government from any embarrassment and would 
seek relief from his post at Washington. 


A representative of the Cuban Junta here says: 

“We know absolutely that this letter is genuine. A man risked his life to 
obtain it. We do not hesitate to acknowledge that it was stolen from Canalejas. It 
is written on the paper of the legation. The handwriting is De Lome’s and the 
signature is his. He may deny it until he is black in the face, but it is genuine 
and everybody who has seen it knows that it is. The man who stole it abstracted 
it from the envelope and left the latter. If he had attempted to steal the envelope 
or had stolen the envelope, he never would have got away with the letter.” 

He was asked about the translation and if there was not some danger that it 


might be wrong. He replied: 

“No: the translation was made by men who thoroughly understand both lan- 
guages, and it is as near correct as a translation can be.” 

“Where is the letter now?” he was asked, 


“That I decline to answer.”

THE DE LOME LETTER 


My Distinguished and Dear Friend—You need not apologize for not having 
written to me. I also ought to have written to you, but have not done so, on &ce- 
count of being weighed down with work, and nous sommes quittes, * 

The situation here continues unchanged. Everything depends on the political 
and military success in Cuba. The prologue of this second method of warfare 
will end the day that the Colonial Cabinet will be appointed, and it relleves wa, 
in the eyes of this country, of a part of the responsibility for what may happes 
there, and they must cast the responeibility upon the Cubans, whom they belleve 
to be so immaculate. Until then we will be able to see clearly, and I consider 
it to be a loss of time and an advance by the wrong road the sending of emis- 
saries to the rebel fleld; the negotiating with the autonomists net yet declared 
to be legally constituted, and the discovery of the intentions and purposes of this 
Government. The exiles will return, one by one, and when-they return, 
come walking into the sheep's fold, and the chiefs will gradually return.

The President's message has undeceived the Insurgents, who expected some- 
thing else, and has paralyzed the action of Congress, but I consider it bed. Be-

McKinley is weak and catering to the rabble, and, besides. a low politician, whe 
desired to leave a door open to me and to stand well with the jingoes of his 
party.

Eenator Hale Defends the Administra- 
tion and Declares That Cuba 
Should Accept Au- 
tonomy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 9.—The resolution 
offered by Mr. Cannon of Utah, vesterday, 
urging the T’resident to notify Spain that 
if it fails to recognize the independence 
of Cuba before. March 4, next, this Gov- 
ernment would then recognize the bellig- 
erent rights ef the Cubans and ® days 
thereafter assert the independence of the 
Cuban Republic, was then laid before the 
Senate to-day. 

Mr. Cannon, in opening his speech, read 
from a New York newspaper a statement 
in-effect that the speeches to be delivered 
to-day would amount to mere talk. 

“I want to say,’’ said Mr. Cannon, ‘‘that 
something more than talk will result from 
the discussion of the Cuban question by 
Congress.” 


Mr. Hale, following Mr. Cannon, declared 
that the various Cuban resolutions. were 
for the purpose of driving the Administra- 
tion into a position different from its policy 
and involving the country into serious diffi- 
culties. ‘Mr. Hale said that the Admfnis- 
tration had already done much and had se- 
cured the release of every American cit- 
izen from prison In Cuba. The President 
had also taken steps which had secured re- 
lief to the starving people of Cuba and had 
also secured the removal of Weyler and his 
replacement by a more humane commander. 
The autonomy of Cuba.had also been ge- 
cured under a charter, he said, more broad- 
er and more beneficient than was given any 
colonial Government to-day. Mr. Hale de- 
nied that the people wanted war. It would 
have manifested itself in some way differ- 
‘ent than inflammatory speeches on _ the 
floor of the Senate. There was a million of 
unemployed men in the United States, but 
they were not going to. Cuba. The Senator 
from Utah had no relatives nor friends 
there. American citizens with English 
names were fighting in the ranks of the 
insurgents. No member of the Junta in 
this country had ever get foot in Cuba. 


Mr. Mason of Hlinols followed Mr. Hale. 
He denied the assertion of Mr. Hale, that 
there was an attempt to put the Adminis- 
tration in leading strings. Mr. Mason de- 
¢clared that many people had gone from this

His 
service as Minister has now extended be- 
yond three years and he has been in charge 
throughout the most serious phases of the 
Cuban complication, When the Conserva- 
tive Ministry fell last autumn it was gener- 
ally supposed that Premier Sagasta would 
send a Liberal Minister to succeed Senor 
De Lome, who {ts a prominent Conservative 
and a former Conservative deputy.

Mystery in the Life of 
Joseph 


John Baker, the St. 
Lunatic. 
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apectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Feb. 9.—If the world 
has ever produced a man like Jean Val- 
jean, the creation of Victor Hugo, it 1s 


- John Barker, of St. Joseph. Barker is now 


in the insane asylum, where he waits for 
death. He has been one of the miserables 
many years, and during that time he was 
an inmate of the poorhouse. 

It was while he was in the Buchanan 
County Poorhouse that his life history be- 
came known. Somebody called him “the 
Jean Valjean of the County Farm,” and 
the name clings to him still. He is known 
by it in the insane asylum, and even those 
who do not know where he got the name, 
or why, refer to him as Jean Valjean. 
The name was given to him because those 
who knew him thought he resembled the 


principal character of Hugo’s masterpiece; 
and partly on account of his wonderful 
Strength. Barker once lifted a heavy load- 
ed wagon when it was crushing the body 
of one of his companians. Uufortunately 
this Fauchelevent died from his injuries. 

Nothing is -Known about the early life 
of Barker, but he is supposed to have com- 
mitted some crime, or-at least to have 
served a sentence for a felony. When he 
first came to St. Joseph he was already 
past middle age, and it soon became evi- 
dent that he desired his past to be hidden. 
He has never spoken of it to any person— 
not even to the wretched inmates of the 
poorhouse, nor his deenented companions in 
the madhouse, He was at first a thresher 
and a woodchopper and a common laborer. 
He had with him a little girl, the Cosette 
of ‘“‘Les Miserables’ in one particular at 
least—that she not his daughter. 

This Jean Valjean also became a mantu- 
facturer, He buiit a nail mill in St. George, 
and in a few years was the veritable Mon- 
Sieur le Maire. Hundreds of families found 
maintenance In the work he gave them, 
and the suburb was prosperous as long as 
Baker's prosperity lasied, His integrity and 
generosity were known to every inhabli 
tant of the place. 

Finally the prosperous man had reverses

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and a part of the fortune he had accuena- 
lated was swept away. The girl he had 
brought up as his daughter was married 
and still owns the former home of Barker 
on Antoine (street. She Wag known a3 
Annie Barker. While her foster father was 
Still prosperous she went with her husband 
to California, They live there still, al- 
though nothing was heard of them for a 
number of years. 


It was in the marriage of this girl looke1 
upon by him as his own child, that Barker 
is believed to have lost heart. The nail 
mills were finally closed and the business 
went to wreck. No Javert followed Barker, 
but his heart was broken when the daughtor 
married and left hm. He‘disappeared for 
a time, and when next seen he was ap- 
parently penniless and in rags. His clothes 
were like those he had worn when he was

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a woodchopper and a _ thresher. to 
that period of his life his acquaintances hag 
not discovered that he was.a man of more 
than ordinary strength. The discovery wag, 
not made until after he had become a paun- 
per and was sent to the poor farm. 
Physician said Barker was afflicted with 
epilepsy, and that in the course of time he 
would become insane. He was told of his 
condition, but said nothing. He accepted 
the proffer of a home in the poorhouse, 
and: made himself so useful on the farm 
that he was not long regarded there as a 
pauper. When the superintendent was 
away Barker was the man he trusted, after 
his assistant. to see that everything went 
right. Barker kept the children for the 
family, he ploughed in the fields and worked 
ih the rock quarry. The first tme he ex- 
hibited his wonderful strength was when 
he lifted the wagon from the crushed body 


of another workman. 


The law allows the county to maintain 
its insane patients, if they are not violent, 
on the poor farm instead of in the asylum. 
The expense is not so great, and they re- 
ceive medical treatment on the farm &s 
well as at the asylum, When Barker was 
on the farm there were several insane men 
there. They became ge bore only at times, 
and generally were not dangerous, 

of the insane men attacked a work- 
man on the farm striking at him with a 
neckyeke. Barker caught the neckyoke as 
it was descending, and wrenching it from 
the hand of the maniac he placed it across 
his own knee, took the ends in his hands 
and broke it like a reed. On many other 
occasions he lifted burdens three other men 
could not have caried, and performed more 
work every day than any other two men 
on the farm. In appearance he was at that 
time an old man, but his strength was that 
of a giant. Somewhere, from some un- 
known source, he received sums of money 
occasionally, and he used it all to relieve 
the wants of the aged and infirm in that 
hospital. 

There was a suspicion that Barker was 
hiding in the poorhouse to escape from the 
eyes of some Javert of the law, but if he 
had a fear of that kind it was apparently 
without foundation. He became in time the 
controlling spirit of the farm and his word 
was law among the hundreds of inmates 
At certain periods the awful malady with 
which he was afflicted made is appearance 
again and at last with such frequency that 
the superintendent became alarmed. He 
took Barker before the county.and made a 
complaint of insanity against him. 

It was in the courtroom that Barker first 
realized his condition, and the result if he 
were adjudged in- 
sane. He had always 
cherished a hope of 
seeing again the girl 
known as his daugh- 
ter. He had given 
her up. reluctantly 
and with so many 
heartaches that deep 
lines of sorrow were 
left on his face. Con- 
signment to a mad- 
y house meant life im-

eyes of the law on

he had nothin to 
say, and his silence 
was as sad as any 
words he could have 
spoken. 

He is in the asylum, 
where the law con- 
signed him after the 
law said he was in- 
sane. He stands ata 
barred window all 
day, or walks with 
the other insane men 
on the lawns beneath 
the trees in summer. 

Once a month, sometimes once in three 
months, his malady comes upon him, and 
for an hour or two he is a raving maniac. 
It is this malady, epilepsy, that has made 
him dangerous in the eyes of the law. 
He is perhaps dangerous in reality, but 
during the intervals between the attacks 
it is hard to believe that he is insane. His 
eyes are mild and sad and his face bears 
an expression of kindness. His soul has 
been tried as few have ever been. 

But something has happened to this new 
Jean Valjean—his daughter has come back 
to him. She ‘heard of his misfortunes anJ 
came to him at once. She was too late 
to save him from the living tomb into which 
he has been placed—she could never have 
been in time to save him from that—but 
she has brou_ht sunshine and gladness into 
his days when he expected nothing but 
sorrow.

Bullet Removed From an Ex-Sheriff’s 


Skull After Sixteen Years. 


John Davis, ex-Sheriff of Wayne County 
and prominent State politician, had a 
clearer brain Wednesday morning than he 
has had for seventeen years. 


Dr. W. A. McCandless of St. Mary’s In- 
firmary rejoices with Mr. Davis and con- 


| gratulates himself upon the success of a re- 


markable experiment with the Roentgen 
ray. 

With its aid Dr. McCandless removed 
from Davis’ brain, Tuesday afternoon, a 
leaden buliet that has been imbedded in the 
tissues since the spring of 1881. 

In the difficult operation the chief phy- 
sicilan was assisted by Drs. Lutz, Hodgen, 
Carson, Rviand and ‘Miller. With X-ray 
pictures showing the location of the bullet 
a3 guides, the physicians first laid back the 
scalp on the right side of the head. Then 
the section of sku]! directly over the bullet 
was chiseled out and the brain tissue ex- 
posed. Forceps were guided to the bullet 
and the lead gently removed. 

The piece of skull was replaced and the 
sca.p drawn back over it. 

Dr. McCandless says the operation was 
successful in every way and thinks he has 
removed the cause of the epileptic fits that 
have seized his patient frequently during 
the past two years.

HIGHER EDUCATION. 


Programme Suggested for Discussion 
by National Educational Association. 


President R. H. Jesse of the State Uni- 
versity, who is chairman of the section on 
higher education of the National Education- 
al Association, is. busily engaged in ob- 


taining suggestions for a programme for 
the section's next meeting, which will be 
held in Washington, D. C., In July, 1898. 
Thore interested In higher education are 
requested to give their opinions on the fol- 
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lowing subjects, which have been suggest- 
ed up to date: 

1. Ie it possible and destrable to form a 
federation of colleges and universities of 
high gerade in the United States similar to 
the National Federation of Medical Schools? 

2. What rank should be given in colleges 
and universities of high grade to the diplo- 
mas of State Normal Schools? 

3. Is it advisable to offer in universities 


lead (b) journalism, (c) transportation, 
(d) manufactures? 

4. Are there in college education studies 
that should be regarded as constants and 
that should be pursued in some measure in 
every course? If so, what are these con- 
stants? 

5. What credit should be given in courses 
leading to academic degrees to studies in 
music and fine arts? 

6. Ig it advisable for universities to ar- 
range their academic and professional 
courses so that a student in six years may 
take an academic degree and also one in law 
or medicine or engineering? This would 
mean that certain studies should count 
toward two degrees. 

7. Is it for the good of education and of 
Christianity that religious denominations 
should place about State institutions of 
learning (but not in connection with them) 
Bible colleges, church ‘homes, Christian 
ciubs, etc.?

Carpenters, 
plumbers, painters and other workmen 
walked out. But two men remained. They 
were the painters, against whom the na- 
tional organization had a grievance, 

The strikers gathered at the corner of 
the square and waited developments. New?” 
of what had occurred was carried to the 
old City Hall and Mayor Ziegenhein and 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments McMath were soon on the scene. 
They conferred with Contractor Quinn and 
reminded him of “Clause T.”’ 

This clause, inserted in all contracts made 
by the city, provides that men shall be so 
engaged by the contractor as to prevent 
strikes. The penalty is a forfeiture, 

Mr. Quinn decided there was no alterna- 
tive. He called the two painters, still st 
work on the building, and dischargea them. 
He added that he could not hire them again 
at any price unless they joined the na- 
tional union. 

Victory having been won the secretary of 
the national trades ordered the men to re- 
turn and at 11 o’clock all hands were at 
work again.

St. Louls boxer, wanted to get in the ring 
and challenge either Tracey or Douglas to 
mortal combat. 

Talking about this defi of his, Fitzgerald 
said yesterday: “I think Douglas ought to 
give me a chance. I have friends ready to 
wager $500 that I can defeat Douglas, and 
if he believes he is the best man here is a 
chance for him to get some ready money.”’ 


Tommy Ryan, who is in San Francisco, 
and who has challenged Kid McCoy to an- 
other fight, will jikely be accommodated. 
Homer Selby, the Kid’s brother, was in In- 
dianapolis and he then said the Kid would 
sign articles to fight Ryan as soon as they 
were forwarded to him. He was inclined to 
doubt the story that the National Athletic 
club of San Francisco has offered $7500 for 
a 20-round contest between the two men. 

“If a fight is arranged with Ryan,” said 

, “it will be the Kid’s last appearance as 
a middle weight. If either Corbett or Fitz- 
simmons fails to cover the money that has 
been put up in New York some other heavy 
weight will be fought.”’ 

Selby says his brother has retired from 
the stage to stay. 


Mike McDonald, the Chicago eport and 
backer of pugilists, denies the story from 
Detroit in connection with a lease of Fight- 
ing Island for a Monte Carlo. In a recent 
interview he says: 

“I know absolutely nothing about it—on 
the level. I don’t know this man Curry nor 
any one else mentioned, I do remember 
Fighting Island, though, I saw Bill Poole 
fight a battle on that strip of ground when 
I was a newsboy on the Great Western. 

“I quit gambling in ’85, and don’t fntend 
to re-enter it.

THE COLLEGE OARSMEN. 


Cornell, Yale and Harvard Laying 
Their Plans fcr Next Year. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—College rowing men 
just now are discussing the situation as it 
exists among Cornell, Yale and Harvard, 
and they are trying to devise some plan by 
which all hands miay come to an amicable 
agreement without any appearance of 
weakening by either Yale or Cornell. A plan 
which seems to many as the best. most 
practical and easiest as a way out of pres- 
ent difficulties has just been made public. 
It is proposed that Cornell shall row Penn- 
Sylvania and Columbia art Poughkeepsie, 
and the Yale and Marvard crews shal] meet 
at New London. In case Corne]!] wins. she 
shall race the winner of the Yale-Harvard 
race, not at Poughk sie, but at New Lon- 
don, Those who favor this arrangement pick 
Cornell as an easy winner over Pennsv]l- 
vania and Columbia, and predicted that Yale 
will again lower Harverd’s colors. in which 
case one of the greatest dual races ever 
rowed in this country would be the result. 

They figure that by three colleges agree- 
ing to this, Cornell and Yale could each re- 
tire gracefully from the stand they ‘have 
taken without the slightest humiliation. 

It is the opinoin of these rowing men that 
such a course, including a triangular race 
on the Hudson and the two dual races on 
the Thames, would give an impetus to row- 
ing such as it has never hereofore enjoyed. 

The proviston that Cornell must win at 
Poughkeepsie in order to secure a final dua! 
race at New London, is advanced simply 
because it is though that Yale would oh- 
ject to entering an agreement whereby she 
would have to bend herself to meet which- 
ever crew shoukl win the triangular race. 
It was planned some time ago for Harvard 
to invite Cornell to participate with her at 
New London in tthe same race with Yale, 
but Whether that course will be pursued now 
is open to doubt. Rowing men who are dis- 
interested, except to see harmony — pre- 
served among the three leading colleges in 
aquatics, now think that they have struck 
aioe ‘a better tin winner vs. winner, to be 
followed bv a grand dual race. Efforts will 
undoubtedly be made to ‘have Harvard, 
Cornell and Yale agree to the latter course.

TWENTY PERSONS ‘INJURED. 


TWO ARE IN A SERIOUS CONDI- 


TION AND ONE HAS LOST 
AN EYE, 


REVOLVERS, CLUBS, STONES. 


Fully a Thousand Persons Gathered in 
“Cocaine” \Alley and Witnessed 
the Struggle—Police Ap- 
peared an Hour Later. 


*Cocaine”’ alley, situated between: Tenth 
and Wieventh streets, and extending from 
O’Fallon street to Cass avenue, was the 
Bcene of a desperate fircht between whites 
and blacks Tuesday afternoon, Hatchets, 
ptones, clubs and revolvers were the 
weapons used. Two negroes were seriously 
injured and one lost his left eye. Nearly 20 
pthers received wounds of a minor nature. 

The cause of the trouble was Laura Mon- 
roe, a pretty young mulatto, who recently 
won laurels at a cake walk. Several white 
and colored lads were standing at the cor- 
mer of Eieventh and O’Fallon etreets, when 
the young woman passed. A discussion fol- 
lowed about Laura’s graceful movementa 
“Grumiley” McDonald and Dan (“Prince 


came to blows. Friends of both joined. 
A pistol Was drawn and the three negroes 
muéca. The whites, seven in number, led by 
“Grumiey,” followed. The negroes sought 
refuge at Robert Taylor's house in the 
rear of 1812 North Eleventh street. Their 
pursuers broke in the door with an ax. 
Dan Primrose and Frank Primrose leaped 
from behind a bureau, brandishing revolv- 
ers. ‘I'wo shots rang out. Again the ne- 
roes retreated. Robert Taylor endeavored 
eject “Grumley” and his gang from the 
premises, and was struck on the nose with 
@ haichet. He sank to the floor. His as- 
Sailants escaped. Dr. L. J. Frederick was 
called and attended the wounded man.

WARRANTS ARE TO BE ISSUED. 


GOV. STEPHENS SAYS HE WILL Is- 
SUE A REQUISITION FOR 
THEIR RETURN. 


CHRIS IS OUT ON BOND. 


Released on a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
as Soon as His Abductor Got 
Him to the Pitts- 
burg Jail 


The Pittsburg abductors of Chris Von 
der Ahe may not feel so elated 
over the success of their kidnapping 
expedition if they are brought back to St. 
Louis on a requisition of Gov. Stephens, 
convicted in the Criminal Court and een- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment in the 
Missouri penitentiary mot exceeding ten 
years. 

Section 1269 of the Revised Statutes of 
1879 says: 

If any person shall wilfully and without law- 
ful authority forcibly seize and confine or in- 
veigh, decoy or kidnap any person with intent 
to cause such persog’to be sent or taken out of 
this State, or to be secretly confined within the 
same against his will, or forcibly carry or send 
such person out of this State against his will, 
he shall, upon conviction, be punished by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary not cmeeting, ten 
years. Any person charged with such offense 
may be tried in any county into or through 
which the person so seized, inveigled or de- 
coyed or kidnapped shall have been taken, car- 
ried or brought. 

Circult Attorney Eggers looked up the 
law, declared the abduction of the baseball 
man a high-handed outrage, and announced 
his intention of issuing warrants for every 


Ahe forcibly taken from the St. Nicholas 
Hotel and carried out of the State in a cab, 
As soon as the warrants are made out ap- 
plication will be made to Gov. Stephens for 
a requisition on the Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania for the return of the kidnappers to 
Missouri. 


Gov. Lon V. Stephens, who is at the St. 
Nicholas Hotel with Mrs. Stephens, dis- 
cussed among his friends the abduction of 
Von der Ahe. 

“It is the strangest incident in my ex- 
sperience,’’ he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 

orter. “The idea that a citizen of another 

tate can come into this State and carry 
away bodily a citizen of Missouri without 
leave or license, is rather startling. 

“T don’t care what a citizen of this State 
has done in another State, nobody has a 
right to convey him outside the territory 
and jurisdiction of Missouri without the 
consent of the Governor first had, and upon 
formal application from the Governor: of 
the State wherein the crime wag com- 
mitied. 

“The fact that Nimick was the bonds- 
man of Von der Ahe gives him no author- 
ity to abduct the person for whom he be- 
came surety. It may give him the right 
of apprehension. But he has not even the 
right to arrest unless he has a warrant 
tem the constituted authorities of this 

tate. 

‘Bendel, the detective who took Von der 
Ahe and carried him away, has certainly 
been guilty of a crime in the seizure of 
Von dér Ahe’s person. A warraut can be 
sworn out in this city against him, and 
upon such warrant I would issue my requi- 
sition upon the Governor of Pennsylvania 
for Lendel’s arrest and return to this State 
for trial. A requisition, of course, is a 
writ of courtesy between Governors, but 
a refusal to honor such a writ on any 
other grounds than those of informality in 
the drawing of the papers, is of rare occur- 
rence. 

“No matter what the aggravating cir- 
cumstances were that cause Von der 
Ahe’s seizure, no man had a right to carry 
him out of this State a prisoner without 
the official cognizance and permission of 
the Governor of Missouri. To hold other- 
wise, under the common or any other law, 
would be to throw down all the safeguards 
of the Federal statutes, destroy the writ 
of habeas corpus and make of no avail the 
law of criminal procedure. Carrying away 
a citizen without warrant is a serious mat- 
ter. A bailee has always the right of ap-

He 
is not worrying, arfd has only asked for a 
little change to rattle in his pockets, as he 
had only between $5 and $10 when he was 
seized and carried off,’’ and Muckenfuss 
flashed the wad of money with no little 
satisfaction. 
“I’m the busiest man in St. Loutfs this 
morning,” continued the little President. 
‘Tim Hurst, the Browns’ new manager 
came to town this morning, and after If 
send this money away, I am booked for an 
interview with Tim, Then I must see our 
lawyer, Mr. Glover, and later we have an 
appointment with Gov. Stephens to dis- 
cuss action in Mr. Von der Ahe’s case. 
“We have alread received the Gov- 
ernor’s word that he would issue upon 
proper application a requisition for the re- 
turn of all parties implicated in the abduc- 
tion, and we understand that we ehall have 
no trouble in getting a warrant.”

Muckenfuss 
wired to Pittsburg and had attorneys en- 
gaged before the train bearing the base 
ball magnate arrived, and they had every 
arrangement made to sécure Von der Ahe’'s 
release by a writ of habeas corpus as soon 
as he stepped foot in the city. 

To avoid legal complications Detective 
Bendel took his prisoner from the B. & O. 
train at Glenwood, six miles this side of 
Pittsburg, and completed ‘the journey to 
town by trolley car. Von der Ahe was 
conveyed immediately to jail, where he 
was joined in a few minutes by a United 
States deputy marshal. The deputy mar- 
shal and Detective Bendel accompanied 
Von der Ahe before Judge Marcus W. 
Acheson of the United States Circuit 
Court, who ordered Von der Ahe’s release 
on $2500 bail, furnished by his attorney, J. 
Scott Furguson. The attorney and Chris 
left the courthouse together and spent the 
night at Mr. Furguson’s residence. 

The issuance of a.writ of habeas corpus 
for a prisoner not within the State at the 
time the warrant is signed by the judge 
was a matter of doubt to Mr. Ferguson. His 
petition to Judge Buffington set forth all 
the facts connected with the case, and de- 
clared the whole proceeding concerning Von 
der Ahe’s arrest illegal and without au- 
thority of law, and in violation of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which pro- 
vides that no man shall be deprived of his 
liberty without due process of law. Mr. 
Ferguson claimed that Von der Ahe had 
been arrested without any process what- 
ever within the meaning of the Constitu- 


tion. 

Judge Buffington would not pass upon the 
petition until he had consulted Judge Ache- 
son. As late as 5 o’clock Tuesday after- 
noon Mr. Furgeson received a telephone 
message to the effect that Judge Acheson 
had made an order that the writ should 
issue, and the lawyer went to the office of 
Clerk R. D. Gamble of the United States 
Court to make.arrangements to have the 
writ served. 

Von der Ahe was a sorry looking object 
when he reached the jail office. He,looked 
like he had been in a galoon brawl. His 
clothes were torn, his coat and vest showed 
but two buttons between them, his hat was 
smashed, and on his wrists were red marks 
made by handcuffs. When Chris was asked 
if he could not have escaped from one de- 
tective, he said: 

“One detective, yes. I wouldn't allow 
one man to maltreat me so, but I had any 
number to deal with. They sprang upon 
me from all sides. It was all unexpected 
and before I Knew what was going on 
was hustled into a carriage and away.” 

Whe, asked what proceedings he intended 
to take when Mr. Von der Ahe is taken into 
court Wednesday morning, Mr. Ferguson 


eaid: 

“We shall show this prima facie an illegal 
arrest. The fact of the issue of the writ of 
habeas corpus shows that there is little 
question about the arrest being wholly un- 
authorized by law. To kidnap a man and 
take him from one State to another is out- 
rageous, and no court would countenance 
it. There is no legal eoerrey for such 

ocedure and the whole action is illegal. 

t is simply the work of a man who Is reck- 
less enough to attempt such an act.” 

’, A. Nimick, at whose instigation the 
abduction was made, says he regrets that 
such a step had to be taken, but that he 
was forced to it or else put up $1000, which 
he could poorly afford. “I was on Von @er 
Ahe’s bond for $1000," he said. ‘‘When Mark 
Baldwin’s attorneys began to look around 
for something to satisfy the judgment for 
$2700 against Von der Ahe they came to me. 
I wrote to Chris, but he ignored my letters 
and I had to produce him in court or pay 
over the amount of his bond.”’ 

Much sympathy is expressed for Von der 
Ahe in Pittsburg, but Mark Baldwin ap- 
| pears sepeey bitter against the one-time 
‘powerful and influential baseball magnate, 
and would like to see him. ‘imprisoned. 
Baldwin’s attorney, Charles A. O’Brien, 
eaid Tuesday night: 

“We will go into court to-mororw morn- 
ing, and if Von der Abe is not prepared to 
settle the judgment we hold against him 
/we shall ask the court to commit him to 
jail. I presume he will plead the benefit of 
the insolvent act, for recent developments 
tend to show that Yon der Ahe is broke, 
but this wil] not enable him to escape a so- 
journ in jail, as I understand It. belleve 
the Pennsylvania law saye that aman shall 
serve 60 days in jail before he can take ad- 
vantage of the insolvent law.”

Grill Restaurant. 


THE ASSAILANT ESCAPES. 


ANDREW J. HANNA STRUCK 
DOWN BY ALBERT COMTE, 
A YARDMAN, 


TWO FRACTURES OF THE SKULL 


The Wounded Man, an Engineer, Or- 
dered Comte From His Room— 
It Is Said There Ha® Been 
Trouble Before. 


An enraged man tried to murder Andrew 
J. Hanna in the basement of the Silver 
Grill restaurant at 413 North Seventh 
Street, at 6 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
It is said the assailant was Albert Comte. 
All stories agree that he made a ferocious 
attack on Hanna with an ax, and inflicted 
four severe wounds, Hanna’s skull is frac- 
tured in two places. He ie at the City 
Hospital and Dr. Sutter says that death 
may result. 

After nearly killing his man, Comte 
threw away his weapon and escaped. 

Both men were employes at the Silver 
Grill. Hanna was engineer and Comte was 
a@yardman. He had general supervision of 
the basement, but the engineer accepted no 
orders from Comte. 

The trouble that led to the flerce encoun- 
ter is not positively known. At 6 o'clock 
there were only three persons on the prem- 
ises, the principals and Nap Umbershine, 
another yardman. Umbershine wag up- 
stairs and did not know anything of the 
trouble until he saw Comte run up the 
stairs, dash through the restaurant, pass 
out of the front door and run north on 
Seventh’ street. Umbershine called to 
Comte and the latter did not answer. 

Umbershine went downstairs to inquire 
what caused Comte’s haste. Before he 
reached the bottom of the steps he heard

je hastened on and when he entered the 
dimly Ughted place he saw Hanna lying 
on the granitoid floor. Me was trying to 
lift himself. There were wounds on hig 
head and the blood biinded him. 

' Hanna managed to tell Umbershine that 
“omte had tried to murder him with an 
ax. Umbershine made am effort to stanch 
the flow of blood, but finding his efforts 
in vain he ran to the telephone an] called 
an ambulance. 

Hanna was removed to the City Hospitai, 
where Dr. Sutter made a careful cxamina- 
tion, There are four wounds on his jtead. 
The worst injury is over the left .ye. A 
gash nearly three inches long was cut and 
the blade of the ax crashed througn the 
ekull There is another fracture on the 
top of the head. Two other scaip wounds 
are on the head. Dr. Sutter will trephine 
the skull and saye there is a chance for re- 
covery.
